S.O. 776(E),-—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 17A of the Iron and 
Steel (Control) Order, 1956, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
amendments to the directions contained in the Notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Steel and Heavy Engineering No. S.O. 1566 dated 7th 
April, 1971. 

The existing direction No. 4 shall be substituted by the following:— 

“In respect of those categories of iron or steel which are within the purview 
of the Steel Priority Committee aforesaid, consumers who have orderes 
booked with the main producers and who are interested in getting 
priority for delivery during any quarter should approach the Com¬ 
mittee directly endorsing a copy of their requisition iq their sponsoring 
authorities.’’

Bxtmjsct.— Setting up of Joint Plant Committee and Steel Priority Committee. 

B.O. 777(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 17B of the Iron and 
Steel (Control) Order, 1956, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
amendments to paragraph 2(a) of the Notification of the Government of India In 
the Ministry of Steel and Heavy Engineering No. S-O. 1567/ESS/COM/Iron and 
Steel, dated 7th April, 1971, detailing the functions of the Joint Plant Committee: 

(A) For the existing function No. 5 the following shall be substituted:— 

“The Committee shall give wide publicity to the procedure to be followed 
by the indentors and may revise if necessary, forms of indents from 
time to time. The Committee shall scrutinise the indents submitted 
to it and after scrutiny choose on a rational basis the steel plant(s) 
and forward the indents to them for booking of the orders. The Com¬ 
mittee may prescribe the financial and other formalities to be com¬ 
pleted by the various classes of indentors, prior to the steel plant 
accepting the indent for issue of sale orders. 1 ’ 

(B) The existing function No. 6 shall be substituted by the following:— 

“The Committee shall help the Steel Priority Committee In deciding the 
priorities for despatch of Iron or steel. For this purpose, in the light 
of the requirements of individual consumers, the Committee shall dis¬ 
cuss with the main producers and such of the sponsoring authorities 
as it considers necessary, the extent to which their requirements and 
estimated production can be matched and thereupon send its con¬ 
solidated proposal with its recommendations to the Steel Priority 
Committee. In making such proposals the Committee shall have due 
regard to the need to minimise to the extent possible the freight pay¬ 
able for the movement of any category of Iron or steel indented for.’’
